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l. Welcome and Business
Kristi Pier, Director of the Center for Chronic Disease Prevention and Control (CCDPC) at the
Maryland Department of Health (MDH), called the meeting to order at 3:03 P.M. Ms. Pier took
roll call and reviewed the meeting agenda and objective. A quorum was present. The objective
of this meeting was to reach consensus to move the draft report forward for MDH approval and
submission to the legislature.

1. Review and Discussion of Draft Report
Ms. Pier reviewed the draft report, which includes the Committee’s charge, membership,
progress to date, and legislative recommendations.

Ms. Pier invited Committee
members to share additional feedback and questions about the report. No Committee members
added comments at this time.

1. Consensus to Submit the Draft Report
The establishing legislation (SB 740) states MDH is responsible for submitting the report, based
on recommendations from the Committee. As the report is not a direct deliverable for the
Committee, a formal vote to move the report forward was not necessary. Ms. Pier asked for
consensus that the report accurately reflects the Committee’s conversations and
recommendations. No Committee members raised concerns or expressed disagreement with
that statement.
